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Immigration to East End source of unique Essex energy’

IMMIGRATION has changed east London and 
Essex for the better, according to the Bishop of 
Chelmsford. 

Commenting on statements American presi¬ 
dential candidate Donald Trump has made 
about muslims and Mexicans, Bishop Stephen 
Cottrell said fears about immigration could be 
better understood by the biblical parable of the 
Good Samaritan. 

In Jesus’s story, a Jew is robbed and left for 
dead. A priest goes by, and then a lawyer. 
Neither helps. 

The Samaritan provides aid, even though he is 
part of a rival religious group at war with the 
Jews. 

Bishop Cottrell said: “We don’t realise how 
very provocative that story is - encouraging us 
to see that everyone is our neighbour and that 
we need them. 

“An analogy of that today would be perhaps 
Donald Trump. He falls among thieves. He’s 
left for dead. 

“Somebody from the Republican Party 
walks by and doesn’t help him. Another 
‘good’ person walks by and doesn’t help him. 
And then a Mexican, an illegal immigrant, 


comes along and gives him mouth-to-mouth 
resuscitation. It’s the last person you’d 
expected it to be.” 

The Bishop described Essex and east London 
as a unique place to live, in part because of a 
long history of immigration. 

He said: “I think it’s important not to overplay 
it. You know, people are people. But I think 
there is in Essex a creativity and an entrepre¬ 
neurial spirit that you don’t see in quite the 
same way in other places. 

“I suspect that although some people may not 
like to hear it, one of the reasons for this spirit 
is immigration, because over the centuries 
there has been this close relationship between 
Essex and the East End of London. 

“That makes us a bit lippy. And makes us 
sometimes, you know, a bit too pleased with 
ourselves. There’s a downside to it. 

“But the upside I think is something very 
wonderful - a creativity and energy, which I 
definitely see in Essex.” 

The Bishop was speaking to the Yellow 
Advertiser as part of the newspaper’s annual 
Easter interview. 

He also described why Christians ‘embraced’ 
pagan festivals within Christmas and Easter 
celebrations, and how Essex people played a 
vital role in the Christian movement over the 
last 1,000 years.

‘Assassin’ fights 
his way to the top 

Rainham fighter signed up by global wrestling company 



A WRESTLER from Rainham 
has come a long way since he 
co-founded a wrestling youth 
group in the village around a 
decade ago. 

Will Ospreay is now set to 
join up with New Japan Pro 
Wrestling, one of the world’s 
largest wrestling companies. 

The 22 year-old, nicknamed 
the ‘Aerial Assassin’, said that 
his passion for wrestling first 
came from watching it on the 


television, and being inspired 
by watching those that did flips 
such as Essa Rios. 

“My parents could see I was 
passionate about wrestling and 
bought me a wrestling ring for 
the back garden,” he said. 

He trained at the London 
School of Lucha Libre before 
being put forward to compete 
in shows.

Living on the edge 

Chelmsford Bishop Stephen Cottrell speaks to Stephen Neale about immigration, 
Donald Trump, the history of Christianity in Essex and paganism. 


You travel all over the UK. Is there 
anything special about the character 
of Essex? 

People are people wherever you go to 
in the world. There’s a common 
humanity, and it’s important not to 
think that some people are more spe¬ 
cial than others. 

But... I am from Essex, and I have a 
great love for Essex, and there is a cre¬ 
ativity and an entrepreneurial spirit 
that you don’t see in quite the same 
way in other places. 

What has created that ‘spirit’? 

I suspect that, although some people 
may not like to hear it, one of the rea¬ 
sons is immigration. Because over the 
centuries there has been this close 
relationship between Essex and the 
East End of London. 

Wave after wave of immigration has 
come to the East End, and often peo¬ 
ple filter out or move out into other 
parts. So in Essex there’s been a histo¬ 
ry of immigration. And a history of 
movement. 

That makes us a bit lippy. And 
makes us sometimes... a bit too 
pleased with ourselves. But the upside 
is something wonderful - a creativity 
and energy, which I see more in Essex 
than in other places. 


Do you mean a bit Del Boyish? 

Well, he was South London. And I 
wouldn’t want to stereotype it too 
much. But Em aware of an entrepre¬ 
neurial spirit in Essex and a creativity. 

A lot of writers and musicians come 
to Essex, and there always seem to be 
more X Factor finalists from Essex 
than anywhere else. People from here 
like to have a go. 

Is that spirit in you too? 

Em an Essex boy. And I think it prob¬ 
ably is. It’s a slightly anti-establish¬ 
ment thing as well. And that’s alright 
as long as you keep all those things in 
perspective. 

They can be very powerful forces for 
good. But one has to be cautious. A 
proper respect for good authority is 
also important. 

...pay Caesar’s things to Caesar? 

Render to Caesars what is Caesar’s, 
render to God what’s God’s. So there’s 
a proper respect one has for order and 
government. But there’s also an, “Em 
not going to take this lying down if I 
think this is wrong.” 

What I like about Essex is there’s a 
proper respect for authority and good 
order, but if people think something is 
wrong they will say so.

Jesus stood up to authority, didn’t he? 

Well, what is the story of Easter? On 
the one hand it’s the story of the most 
cruel and pointless death. Many peo¬ 
ple say ”If there was ever an innocent 
man put to death it was Jesus Christ.” 

But the other side of the story is the 
resurrection: That God raised this 
Jesus to Life. 

What does that story mean? 

We see in that story the nature of love: 


Jesus the innocent man. The one per¬ 
son who is completely innocent goes 
to his death. That appears to be the 
end of the story. But God raised him 
to life to show love. You can think love 
is dead, but love will keep rising up. 

That’s hard to believe sometimes 

When Em with bereaved people I find 
myself talking with them about grief. 

I may say: “Would you like to be 
healed of your grief?” Eve never met 


anybody who said, yes. 

They’d like to be healed of their 
bereavement in the sense of the person 
coming back to life. But they know 
that isn’t on offer. 

So I say, “Would you like the grief 
taken away?” And they often reply: 
“Well, no. Because my bereavement is 
the sign of my love. If I stop grieving 
for the one I love, I would have stopped 
loving them. I don’t want it to stop 
because I don’t want to stop loving.” 

That is a profound mystery. That 
actually, a person would rather carry 
on hurting than stop loving. 

I think most of us actually know 
that. That love sometimes hurts. But 
the hurt, paradoxically is the side of 
the love. 

What the cross shows us, through 
the sacrifice of Jesus, is God’s love for 
us. He chose to hurt for us. 

Why Is that important today? 

We discover through the resurrection 
that death is not the end. And that is 
the great Christian hope. That we live 
all of our lives knowing that there is a 
life beyond this life. There is a hope 
beyond death. There is always the 
chance of things starting again. 

Without Easter. The Christian faith 
is nothing.

How did Christianity arrive in 
Essex? 

The most significant date is 
654AD. That’s not the date 
Christianity arrived; that’s the 
date somebody called St Cedd 
arrived. Cedd was a monk on 
Lindisfarne, at Holy Island up 
on the Northumbrian coast. We 
don’t know exactly when the 
first Christians came. Probably 
the first Christian was a Roman 
slave. A Jewish religion, then a 
slave religion. So either a 
Roman centurion or one of 
their slaves was the first 
Christian in these isles. 

Who was Cedd? 

Cedd was a monk. And monks 
in those days were 
missionaries; so that’s what he 
trained as. In the middle of the 
eighth century, Cedd travels 
down the East Coast. He 
landed on the Dengie 
Peninsula, at what we now 
know as Brad well. The reason 
he probably landed there is 
because there was an ancient 
Roman settlement there. A 
fort. The British Isles in those 
days were at the furthest 
reaches of what was the 
Roman Empire. It got to us 
last. So we got pretty good 
records of what was said to 
date and you can read about it 
in that book by Bede. We know 
Cedd went to Southminster. 
Which is also on the Dengie 
Peninsula. 


Was Southminster particularly 
significant? 

The word ‘minster’ is the 
giveaway word. If you find the 
word in an English place it 
usually means it has some sort 
of monastic heritage linked to 
it. Then he went to Up- 
’minster’. Again the word tells 
you. So he set up these kind of 
mission centres. And from 
those, the monks of his 
community would go and take 
the Christian faith to the 
surrounding villages. 

So the seventh century was an 
important date? 

That’s the most significant time 
in the history of Christianity in 
Essex. Not the first person to 
bring the Christian faith. But 
the first person to do it in a 
significant, organized, 
successful way. There were 
other significant points in the 
history for Essex. They were 
not dates, but places. 


Barking Abbey was very 
significant. And the Abbess 
Ethelburga was very famous. 
What’s interesting about 
Barking Abbey is that the most 
significant person in its history 
was a woman, which of course 
was pretty revolutionary in 
those days - that a woman 
that was the head of a 
monastic order that had men 
in it. Then there’s Waltham 
Abbey. Another verysignificant 
place. 

What impact did Christianity 
have on the Essex landscape? 

Well, it’s how we have inherited 
a parish system. As 
Christianity took root, every 
town and village would have its 
church. And so today across 
Essex we have hundreds and 
hundreds of medieval 
churches. Very few of them are 
anywhere near as old as the 
chapel of Bradwell.

Bridge plan to scale river

A PROPOSED river crossing 
linking Rainham with 
Belvedere has received public 
support according to the results 
of a consultation. 

A Transport for London 
(TfL) consultation on the pro¬ 
posals, which closed on 
February 12, showed that 88 
per cent of people who 
responded support a new cross¬ 
ing over the River Thames at 
Belvedere, linking Belvedere 
to Rainham or at Gallions 
Reach, linking Thamesmead 
and Beckton. 

Around 3,500 people (77 per 
cent) supported new crossings 


at both locations. 

A TfL spokesman said that its 
work shows both proposed 
crossings would benefit resi¬ 
dents and businesses, as well as 
help to support jobs and homes 
on both sides of the river. 

The crossings would incorpo¬ 
rate a network of new and 
extended bus services and 
could provide opportunities for 
new walking and cycling links. 

TfL will continue to work 
with local boroughs and other 
key stakeholders to develop the 
plans. 

It will consider feedback 
from the consultation to help 


inform the next steps for the 
project, including decisions 
about the type of public trans¬ 
port that could be provided on 
these crossings, and formal 
consultation about future 
designs. The crossings could 
open in 2025, subject to 
Government authorisation and 
funding being available. 

Mayor of London Boris 
Johnson said: “There is no 
doubt that new river crossings 
in the east are going to be vital 
to the future prosperity of our 
rapidly-growing city. As well 
as improving transport links for 
all, they will unlock swathes of 


land for development, leading 
to new jobs and homes, and 
improving areas for businesses 
and communities. I’m delight¬ 
ed that Londoners have given 
us their unequivocal backing.” 

Richard de Cani, managing 
director for planning at TfL, 
said: “It’s great to see over¬ 
whelming support for these 
two new cross-river connec¬ 
tions at Gallions Reach and 
Belvedere, which would pro¬ 
vide better public transport 
links and help unlock opportu¬ 
nities for local people.”

LEYTON Orient picked up a 
massive pre-Easter boost with the 
narrowest of wins against 10-men 
Shrimps on Saturday.

The O’s kept pressing with Jobi 
McAnuff busy down the left and 
he was heavily involved in the 
first-half stoppage time move that 
saw Simpson’s left-footed drive 
well gathered by the underworked 
O’Hara. 

Despite the tactical switch after 
the break, Lloyd James returning 
in place of Sean Clohessy and 
Sammy Moore on for Nigel Atan- 
gana, the O’s seemed to be contin¬ 
uing to endure a frustrating after¬ 
noon, with little to show other 
than sub Ollie Palmer grazing the 
bar with a 76th minute header. 

But they got their break on 81 
minutes when Jerome Binnom- 
Williams’s deep cross was deflect¬ 
ed home by Edwards from Alan 
Goodall’s initial intervention 
under pressure from the always 
persistent Palmer. 

Having seen his side complete

“You’ve got to give credit to 
Morecambe. They made it diffi¬ 
cult for us. They did all the right 
things - like I would’ve expected 
had we gone down to 10 men. 

“But I’m just delighted we got 
over the line. And as you say it 
could be a massive three points 
come the end of the season.” 

Morecambe manager Jim Bent¬ 
ley said: “The goal just about 
sums up our season and it was 
similar to Orient’s winner at our 
place back in October.” 

Fit again James said: “It was
